became our glorious task to again make oui' shores a 
refuge for the persecuted in newly-made vassal lands. 
And in this time of war, we still have much to be thank­ 
ful for. 
The bounty of our land will now sustain not 
only a vast civilian population, hut fighting forces; 
and will give succor to the needy among our valiant 
allies as well. 
Freedom is still ours, and we give our 
greatest thanks for it by taking part in the struggle to 
spread its benevolence over all people. And most of 
all, this Thanksgiving we are thankful for the unity of 
purpose which makes this land the arsenal of the world 
-where unstintingly the fight goes on to produce— 
toward that Victory for which, whatever its date, we 
will once more observe a joyously reverent Thanks-
